AND EVIL SPIRITS 


(By PHYLLIS: JUBY) .-

HAT trees and plants have 
souls or spirits surely can- 
not, seem a very unnatural fancy. 
Both the Chinese and the Japanese 
believe that very Inrge und old 
trees are animated and may be the 
abode of a spirit, The spirits are 
mostly represented as a man or 4 
woman, sometimes as an animal, 
dwelling in or near the plant and 
emerging from it at times asa 
mischlief-loving goblin or a kindly 
apirit bound to dispense blessings. 
Forma Of Plant-Spirits 


The ides that. plont-spirita tony 
have human or animal forme bas 
engendered the belief that) plants 
many change bodily into humana or 
Gnitaals, and again resume. their 
plant forms, An old legend tolls 
that ou duughter of an Emperor 
changed on her death into a won. 
drous plunt with luxuriant foliage, 
yellow flowers and most luscious 
jrnit. Consequently thore who ate 
of that omurvellous plant were 
always oof greater beauty than 
others, 

According to nan old clussio: 
“Among the big trees that grow in 
the inountaing thore are some that 
out spent; but it is not the trees 
thenielver that possess — this 

“fioulty, ‘Theirs spirit, is nnmed 
You of tho Heavens and he who 
tls out this name becomen 
hs rppy."' The Yuen Chung-ki anys: 

“The spirits of millennial trees are 
blue goats, and those of trees ten 

— times as old ore blac cows. ‘Those 
souls often quit the trees and move 
amen en. And the sip of the 
centennial trees in dike blood.” 

Tn the ‘Ps'itt dynasty, it in .relat- 
ed, there suddenty sprang up on 
the bank of a river two green reeds, 
In oa few days thoy were bending 
over with their full weight. It was 
ordered that) they should be eut 
lawns but at the first stroke of the 
axe dood appeared and a sound 
Tike the ery afin gander was heard 
cotume from the hollow inside.

Good And Evil Spirits

ing che troes in whieh these demons 
house miay disable or kill them, but 

vit is dangerous work; for the in- 
dwelling spirits, angered by the 
nttiel, nay Joave the tree before 
Chey are harmed and avenge then. 
Belves ly causing distress and 


death, Fiven to-day, in somo parts 
of China, the people ore afraid of 
felling large trees for fear lest the 
indwelling spirit becomo irritated 
und cause disease and calamity.

“SOCCER”, AND “RUGGER” 
ERE comes a time in the 
life of every woman when 

there is a plain choice between 
spending Saturday afternoon 
alone and attending a football 
match: and we all know the 
answer to that. 

The only thing that may 
cause hesitation is the fear’ of 
cavsing her pedestal to crumble 
through ignorance, and .these 
hints are intended to enable the 
plainest tyro (she will need it 
more than the pretty ones) to 
drop an apt remark from time 
to half-time.

ONG KONG is like most: of 
the places that from the 
English point of view are “out 


- of the way”. ‘We find that there 


are many sections that celebrate 
different ‘“festas’ and we 
promptly adopt the lot. In that 
we are more o'd-fashioned than 


| most communities, but none the 


less sensible for that. For there 
Js nothing more sure than that 
festivals answer to’ aome need 
deep down in our consciousness 
that calla for occasional breaks 
in our routine. It may be rather 
pedantic to quote from puch 
nuthorities as the “efficiency ex- 
perts”, but they are at any rate 
up-to-date, and the result of close 
observations of all manner of 
workers is that it is monotony 
that kills. Give the factory 
hands an occastonal stoppage, 
and an occasional “bean-feast”, 
and the quality and quantity of 
output soon makes up for “broken 
time’, There have been many 
theories to account for the lack 
of effective provress that is 80 
surprising in China to anyone 
who sees the ¢normous and un- 
remitting Industry of the people.

London. —- Hundreds of my- 
stcrious tragedics have been ine 
vestigated by Mr. C. E. Lewls, who 
is retiring after nearly 40 years as 
a coroner in Exsex, 

“To the memory of Maud Gar- 
rett, who came to an untimely end 
at Warley Gap, at the carly age of 
80 years, on Mny 20, 1903.” 

“To the memory of Pic.  Gut- 
teridge of the Essex Constabulary, 
murdered while in the execution of 
his duty at Stapleford In this 
county in 1991."

‘Much intercst has been ' 
aroused by the recent experi- 
ments carried out by the Uni- 
veraity of London Institute for 
Psychical Research with a 
young Kashmiri, Kuda Buz, ax 
tho aubject.

MONG ll peoples at all 

times there runs a tradi- 
tion that the mind can obtain 
such control over the body as 
to render it immune from pain; 
or rather, since it is the mind 
that fee!s pain, such contro] as 
to prevent the body from con- 
veying to the mind those mes- 
sages of pain which {t sends 
when. it is damaged. 

‘IT say “at all times” yet thore 
has never, I imagine, been a time 
so sceptical in the matter as our 
own. Admittedly we have ovr 
Christinn Scientists who maintain 
that, if we belleve strongly enough 
that pain_{s unren) and that wa 
shall not, therefore, be hurt then 
we shall not in fact be hurt, and 
Interpret all the evidence to the 
contrary—those terrible occasions 
when we do not expect to be hurt, 
and are—as due to fallure in be- 
lef. But the ordinary renction of 
the ordinary man fs one of wistful 
acepticiam. “How nice,” he thinks, 
“if it were only true. How unfor- 
tunnte that {t fs not!”

Increase In Numbers 


; The College now counts an cn- 
-yolment of 846, 2 considerable in- 
erense on our numbers of two 
years ago (710), but slightly less 
than Inst year, owing to the fact 
that one class (10) has been 
dropped entirely. This has een 
done quite deliberately; for we 
feel strongly that a schoo] of' the 
‘atanding of Wah Yan js {I-served 
by accepting or retaining any but 
good boys and serious students. 

Jt would have been easy this 
year to have {ncreased our num- 
bers to almost 1,000, had we | 80 
desired; for about 450 new pu 
pila applicd for admission last 
September, and 299 sat for our 

_ entrance examination. We deem 
it far better, however, to have a 
smaller number of well-prepared 
and well-discipiined yoys than 
more boys with Icss learning and 
Jess discipline. 

This is Wah Yan's definite po 
licy, and we ‘are moro Hkely de- 
Hborately to reduce our numbers 
‘in future yenrs than to increase 
them further. . We wish to turn 
away no student of suitable char- 
acter and adequate previous 
training; but we shall continue ‘to 
reject all undesirable boys, and 
arefuso all requests to enter a class

On the other hand, our resulta 
were particularly encournging in 
view of our successes in English 
and Chinese. Wah Yon students 
got the highest numbor of dis- 
tinctions in English got by any 
school in the Colony, and more 
than Wah Yan ever got in ony 
previous year. This is due, be- 
yond question, to the Colloquial 
cluases nnd to the Debating: Se- 
cicties in English and Mandarin; 
and we are happy to record in 
this connection that a new and 
most promising activity has been 
aturted recently, Inter-House De- 
bates, . 

Two Innovations 


Amongst the many details of 
achool organisation, two little in- 
novationa may, perhaps, be of in- 
torest to parenta. This year, for 
the firat time, we have introduc: 
cd n study-period ‘into our long 
achool day. We feel that the 
yreatest need of many of our boys 
is to Jearn to study. They are. 
for the most part, very willing 
and industrious; fut they arc 
often unoriginal and lonth to 
think for themselves; they drift 
oanily into doing neat, monotonous 
work, and considering mechani- 
eal perfection the essence of 
learning. We find that many of 
them’ profit .. enormously by this 
daily hour of study under the 
direction’ of the masters; the 
form-masters have thus oppor: 
tunitics of personal contact, of 
constant stimulus and direction, 
which are proving of great value. 

The second ‘innovation is the 
arranging of a common hour for 
Dictation right through the school 
on Saturday mornings. This en-. 
ables masters to change from 
class to class, so that overy week 
the ‘voya have a different master 
for Dictation, As a result, they 
become accustomed to many dif- 
ferent voices. We hope that this 
little change will tend to improve 
our Dictation results in the public 
examinations; in the past, many 
of our best students havo entire- 
ly failed to do themselves justice 
in this subject, merely because 
the pronunciation and accent of the 
dictator was strange to them. 


Successful Year 
“The past . year wos o wonder 
fully, successful year for Wah 
Yan in the world of sport. Wah 
Yan made a clean sweop of al- 
moat every inter-scholastic com- 
petition, We were champions of 
the Colony tn basketball, volley- 
ball and, (amongst the Chinese 
schools) in athletics and aquatic 
sports. This year our material is 
less promising, ond we expect 
less brilliant results in the inter- 
school contests. More important, 
however, and more gratifying to 
us is the keen interest taken ‘by 
all boys in our own Inter-House 
competitions. These intra-mural 
struggles occupy many times more 
boys than the handful who com- 
pote in public games; they entail 
no danger of dishonest intriguing. 
and far less dangor of “swelled 
heud;" and they ihtroduce into 
the school a houscdloyalty and 4 
spirit of public sorvico which are 
immensely valuable. : 
We were visited very recently, 
on December 6 and 6, by Mr..J. 
Ralston, Inapector of © English 
Schools. ° His report, at. the time 
of writing these lined, had not 
yet reached us. But J-cannot re- 
frain from’ quoting one sentence, 
sweet to the cars of every earn- 
est school-mister, which was 
spoken by Mn.

They will 
not be revived and for the present 
] suppose al} attempts at a peace. 
fu} settlement must be consfdered 
atanend. We muat therefore go 
back to the: policy of ° sanctions 
and in due course, I trust, the 
nations of tho League will show, 
as I believe they will. show, that 
they are prepared to make them- 
selves ready to resist any ‘attack 
that may bo mado on any one of 
their number.” 

BRITAIN’S . DEFENCES 

-Mr. Chamberlain pointed out 
the lesson of avents in rélntion 
to the argument he had used dur- 
ing the. election, that if Britain 
was to play its part In making the 
League a really cffective instru- 
ment for keeping the peace it must 
be put in a position to fulfll its 
obligations and meet any risk 
arising out of thom and added: 
“It will be the duty of thta Gov- 
ernment in these coming years to 
restoro our defence forces to the 
level at which we can foel that 
not only have wo secured the 
safcty of this country and those 
great trade routes between us and 
other members of the British Fm- 
pire upon which our existence de 
pends, ‘but that we nro also In a 
position to back up the collective 
action of the League.”—Rritish 
Wireless Serviea. . :
